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FOREWORD 


ip THE background of the American tradition lie the piety and strenuous labor of 
the Pilgrims and the generations of the immediately succeeding years. “The late 
J. Stogdell Stokes (1870-1947), who was president of the Philadelphia Museum of 
Art from 1933 until his death, devoted a large part of his life to an unending search 
for the furniture and craft products of this homespun age, and sought in his native state 
of Pennsylvania and in New Jersey for whatever could be saved from indifference for 
the study and appreciation of our own time. Mr Stokes was indeed widely known to 
his contemporaries as a civic leader and friend of the arts, and during his administra- 
tion of the museum helped to supervise its recent phenomenal growth. He restored in 
detail the old Daniel Boone homestead near Reading, Pa., and was active as a trustee 
of Haverford and Bryn Mawr colleges, and on numerous art commissions. Generous in 
his gifts to the Philadelphia Museum, he is represented there by a Pennsylvania ‘Dutch’ 


room which he furnished with some of the best of his trove. 


This catalogue contains a selection of the early furniture and ironwork from Mr 
Stokes’ collection, dating from the period roughly bounded by the years 1670-1770, and 
is especially noteworthy for the remarkable group of seat furniture, principally wainscot 
and Windsor chairs, discovered in his indefatigable journeys around the Pennsylvania 
farm country. A considerable number of these pieces were selected by the late Wallace 
Nutting for illustration in the Furniture Treasury; and Nutting also was heavily 
indebted to Mr Stokes for much source material in the field of Colonial ironwork, to 
the collection and classification of which he had given careful attention. Some idea of 
the early chairs can be gathered from the fact that in Nutting’s previous book, Furniture 
of the Pilgrim Century (1924), he recorded that at that time only six American 
wainscot chairs were known; while the present catalogue contains no less than sixteen 
examples, many with highly interesting variations of early turnery. With them appear 
the simple trestle, hutch, and stretcher tables of the Pennsylvania farmhouses and the 
sturdy forms of dower chest, as, and court cupboard, the last exemplified by a rare 


drop-pendant type. Further, Mr Stokes was an authority on Windsor chairs and con- 


tributed to the Philadelphia Museum Bulletin a carefully reasoned article on their 
development; and his collection was thus especially rich in the varied styes of one of 
the most beautiful of all classes of Colonial seat furniture. 

The decorative objects of the collection include some unusually fine specimens of 
‘Gaudy Dutch’ ware, fraktur work, Pennsylvania sgraffito and slipware, pewter and 
the homely tinware of a people who delighted in naive forms and gay colors, and con- 
tributed so much to the traditions of thrift, piety and industry which built a solid base 


under the material exploits of American progress.

4. The highest bidder accepted by the auctioneer shall be the buyer. In the event of 
any dispute between bidders, the auctioneer may, in his discretion, determine who is 
the successful bidder, and his decision shall be final; or the auctioneer may reoffer and 
resell the article in dispute. 


5. Any bid which is not commensurate with the value of the article offered, or which 
is merely a nominal or fractional advance over the previous bid, may be rejected by 
the auctioneer, in his discretion, if in his judgment such bid would be likely to affect 
the sale injuriously. 


6. The name and address of the buyer of each article, or lot, shall be given to the Gal- 
leries immediately following the sale thereof, and payment of the whole purchase price, 
or such part thereof as the Galleries may require, shall be immediately made by the 
purchaser thereof.

g. Articles sold and not paid for in full and not taken by noon of the day following the 
sale may be turned over by the Galleries to a carrier to be delivered to a storehouse for 
the account and risk of the purchaser, and at his cost.
